SIX FOOT GORILLA 
FGIHTSLIKE A MAN 


After 
thrilling 
adventures 
and 
hair-breadth escapes in the heart of 
Africa, Ben Burbridge noted Ameri­ 
can big game hunter, has furnished 
to scientists the first real opportuni­ 
ty to study the mentality of the go­ 
rilla—the beast which, both structur 
ally and in reasoning powers, resem­ 
bles man most closely. Mr. Burbridge, 
in his two latest expedition to Africa 
not only obtained the 
only 
motion 
pictures of the gorilla ever made in 
its native haunts, but captured more 
live gorillas than have ever fallen 
prey to any other naturalist, eight in 
all. 
He succeeded in bringing three 
back to Europe and America 
alive, 
one of which, Miss Congo, a female 
about six years old, has lived 
and 
thrived since the fall of 1925 in Flor­ 
ida. 
She is the only living gorilla 
today outside of the African forests. 
Some of the experiences in captur­ 
ing 
these 
remarkable 
man-beasts 
w'ith the aid of Pygmy warriors are 
related by Mr. Burbridge to 
Frank 
Parker Stoekridge in 
the 
Popular 
Science Monthly. 
“What I was after was live, young 
gorillas”, he says. 
“Our method was 
tc watch for 
a family 
of 
gorillas 
passing through -the forest, the 
old 
male 
leading 
and 
the 
young owe 


straggling along behind, and to pick 
up the straggling infants. 
“One day we caught two young go­ 
rillas in this way. 
We thought the 
rest had gone on, and had begun our 
march campward, when I heard 
the 
roar of a gorilla behind me. 
I know 
of nothing more terrifying than the 
roar of a gorilla when heard the first 
time. 
It rivals the roar of a lion in 
volume, but has a more threatening 
tone. 
It is punctuated, moreover, by 
the beating 
of 
the 
beast’s 
arms 
against his chest, producing a boom­ 
ing, echoing noise like a big drum. 
“The cracking of the 
underbrush 
told me that the whole band was af­ 
ter us. 
Hearing them, 
the 
young 
gorillas we had 
caught 
began 
to 
squeal, just as I was assembling my 
motion picture camera in the hope of 
getting a sensational strip of film. I 
had three natives with me this time. 
To one, the gun bearer, I turned ov­ 
er the crank of the camera with in­ 
structions to keep turning 
until 
I 
told him to stop. 
Flanked 
by 
the 
other two, each carrying a squirming 
gorilla infant, I advanced toward the 
place where the shaking of the shrub­ 
bery and the roaring of the beasts 
told me the band was assembled. The 
racket finally became so threatening 
that my two natives bolted with the 
captives. 
And that, it seemed, was 
wrhat the ‘old man’ gorilla had been 
waiting for. 
I was alone. 
“He crashed toward 
me 
through 
the underbrush, a huge, hairy, tower­ 
ing bulk, walking erect, almost like a 
man, with his great arms hanging to 
his knees. 
I fired once. 
He was so 
close that I could not miss. 
He fell 
dead, almost at my feet, and the rest 
of his family fled into the forest. 
“As he lay there I ineusured him. 
Six feet tall he had stood in life. His 
foot was 12 inches long; his fist when 


j closed would have 
filled 
a gallon 
¡measure. 
I estimated his weight at 
•150 pounds. 
His muscles stood out 
in great knots, indicating his tremen­ 
dous strength. 
He seemed so human, 
like some prehistoric ancestor of our 


own race, that if I had gone into the 
gorilla country for the sport of kill­ 
ing, then I believe I would have aban­ 
done my expedition then and there”.

One hundred and one 
years 
ago 
this week, on December 8, 1825, the 
people of Missouri were summoned, 
by a special election, to fill the va­ 
cancy made by the death of Gover­ 
nor Frederick Bates, which occurred 
August 4, 1825. 
The circumstances 
¡-urrounding the election of the new 
governor were unusual. 
The lieutenant-governor, Benjamin 
II. Reeves, had resigned to become a 
¡vernment commissioner in 
laying 
out the famous road from Missouri to 
Fnnta Fe. 
It 
then 
devolved 
upon 
Abraham J. Williams, president pro 
tern of the Senate, to succeed to the 
gubernatorial chair. 
Mr. Williams had been elected 
to 
the Senate in 1822, being the first 
tate senator from the recently 
or­ 
ganized county of Boone. 
Although 
he was bom one-legged, 
he was 
a 
successful cobbler, merchant, farmer 
and tobacco manufacturer in Colum­ 
bia, where he erected the first store 
building. 
He is the only man from 
Boone county who has ever held the 
office of governor. 
Unfortunately little is 
known 
of 
Mr. Williams’ personal 
characteris­ 
tics. 
We do know, however, that in 
spite of his physical handicap and a 
lack of education he achieved politi­ 
cal prominence and amassed a 
for­ 
tune, which seem to indicate that he 
was a man above the ordinary. 
He held the office of State senator 
for four years; for five and one-half 
months he sat in the governor’s chair, 
in 1832 he was one of Benton’s 
op­ 
ponents for United States senator, 
and was next to Benton in the race; 
he was president of the first agricul­ 
tu ra l fair held at Columbia in 1835; 
in 1838 he received 48 votes in 
the 
General Assembly for director of the 
state bank. 
This, however, was not 
a majority. He died on December 30, 
1839—a unique character in the his­ 
tory of Missouri government. 
Since, at the 
time 
of 
Governor 
Bates’ death, more than three years 
remained of his term of office, it was 
necessary for Mr. Williams to call a 
special election to fill the vacancy. By 
this election General John Miller be­ 
came the governor of Missouri. 
He 
is the first governor of Missouri 
be elected by a special election, 
second being R. M. Stewart of 
Joseph who was elected in 1857. 
Governor Miller was a 
native 
Berkeley county, Virginia (now west 
Viriginm ). 
Early in the 19th cen­ 
tury he went west 
to 
Steubenville, 
Ohio, where he became a newspaper 


publisher and 
editor. 
While 
thus 
engaged he was appointed general of 
the Ohio State militia. 
He manifest­ 
ed a strong inclination for military 
life and discipline. 
During the War 
of 1812, in which he served as colon­ 
el, he became noted for his bravery 
and sound judgment. 
One incident 
well illustrates his character. 
Under 
cover of night the British had sta­

At the time of his election to the 
governorship of Missouri the 
State 
was in need of just such a man as he. 
Missouri was swarming with adven­ 
tures and speculators. 
Many of the 
rough frontiersmen knew 
no 
law. 
Drunken brawls were common occur­ 
rences and guns 
were 
too 
ready. 
Governor Miller was especially adapt­ 
ed to the task of establishing peace­ 
ful order. 
So wisely did he go about 
his purpose that in 1828 he was un­ 
animously re-elected governor. 
Although the constitution provided 
that a governor should be ineligible 
to succeed himself, the clause ddi not 
apply to a governor elected to fill an 
incomplete term. 
This accounts for 
the fact that Governor Miller is the 
only governor in the history of the 
State to serve longer than a period 
cf four years. 
He was an estimable governor. In 
personal character he was above re­ 
proach. He was regarded by his inti­ 
mate friends as 
“a 
very 
upright 
man”. 
Like his predecessor, Senator 
Williams, he remained a bachelor. He 
secured the support and co-operation 
of every political group. 
His manner 
of filling the appointive positions be­ 
speaks his 
disregard 
of 
partisan 
alignments. 
He continued Hamilton 
R. Gamble, a Whig, as secretary 
of 
state; upon his resignation in 1826, 
he appointed Spencer Pettis of 
St. 
Louis, a Benton Democrat; when he 
resigned in 1828, Presley H. McBride 
of Boone County was appointed. Fin­ 
ally in 1830, John C. Edwards of Cole 
County, another Benton 
Democrat, 
was appointed to the position. Rufus 
Easton, a Whig, who had been 
at- 
tc rney-general since 1821 
continued 
in that office until his death in 1826, 
when Robert W. Wells of St. Charles 
was appointed to succeed him. 
At the close of his term in 1832, 
Governor Miller returned to Howard 
County where he had been registrar 
of the U. S. land office at Franklin. 
He now made his home at 
Fayette, 
the political capital of Central Mis­ 
souri. 
In 1836 he was elected to Con­ 
gress and re-elected in 1838 and 1840. 
As a congressman he was not con­ 
spicuous. 
Political antagonism had 
become rampant and he, a peace-lov­ 
ing man, scorned the bitter contests 
between parties. 
Until the time of 
his death on March 18, 1846, he lived 
with his nephew at Florissant in St. 
Louis county. 
He, too, was a unique 
character in the history of our state. 
Perry Rader of Jefferson City, Gov. 
Miller’s biographer, says that it 
is 
doubtful if there ever has been 
an­ 
other governor so universally 
loved 
and respected and trusted.

FGIHTS LIKE X MAN 


A fter 
thrilling 
adventures 
and 
hnir-breadth escapes in the heart of 
A frica. Ben Burbridge noted Am eri­ 
can big: gam e hunter, has furnished 
to scientists the first real opportuni­ 
ty to study the m entality of the go­ 
rilla— the beast which, both structur­ 
ally and in reasoning: powers, resem ­ 
bles man most closely. Mr. Burbridge, 
in his two latest expedition to Africa 
not only obtained the 
only 
motion 
pictures of the gorilla ever m ade in 
its native haunts, but captured more 
live gorillas than have ever fallen 
prey to any other naturalist, eight in 
all. 
He succe ded in bringing: three 
back to Europe and America 
alive, 
one of which, M iss Congo, a fem ale 
about six years old, has lived 
and 
thrived since the fall of 1925 in Flor­ 
ida. 
She is the only living: gorilla 
today outside of the African forests. 


Some of the experiences in captur­ 
ing 
these 
remarkable 
nmn-beasts 
w’ith the aid of Pygm y warriors are 
related by Mr. Burbridge to 
Frank 
Parker Stock ridge in 
the 
Popular 
Science Monthly. 
“What I was after was live, young 
gorillas", he says. 
“Our method was 
to watch for 
a fam ily 
of 
gorillas 
passing through -the forest, the 
old 
male 
leading 
and 
the 
young owe 


straggling along behind, and to pick 
up the straggling infants. 
“One day we caught two young go­ 
rillas in this way. 
We thought the 
rest had gone on, and had begun our 
march campw'ard, when I heard 
the 
roar of a gorilla behind me. 
I know 
of nothing more terrifying than the 
roar of a gorilla when heard the first 
time. 
It rivals the roar of a lion in 
volume, but has a more threatening 
tone. 
It is punctuated, moreover, by 
the beating 
of 
the 
le a s t’s 
arms 
against his chest, producing a boom­ 
ing, echoing noise like a big drum. 


“The cracking of the 
underbrush 
told me that the whole hand was a f­ 
ter us. 
Hearing them, 
the 
young 
gorillas we had 
caught 
began 
to 
squeal, just as I was assem bling my 
motion picture camera in the hope of 
getting a sensational strip of film. I 
had three natives with me this time. 
To one, the gun bearer, I turned ov­ 
er the crank of the camera with in­ 
structions to keep turning 
until 
1 
told him to stop. 
Flanked 
by 
the 
other two, each carrying a squirm ing 
gorilla infant, I advanced toward the 
place where the shaking of the shrub­ 
bery and the roaring of the beasts 
told me the band was assembled. The 
racket finally became so threatening 
that my two natives bolted with the 
captives. 
And that, it seem ed, was 
what the ‘old man’ gorilla had been 
w aiting for. 
I wras alone. 


“He crashed toward 
me 
through 
the underbrush, a huge, hairy, tow er­ 
ing bulk, walking erect, alm ost like a 
man, with his great arms hanging to 
his knees. 
I fired once. 
He was so 
close that I could not m iss. 
He fell 
dead, alm ost at my feet, and the rest 
of his fam ily fled into the forest. 
“ As he lay there I incusured him. 
Six feet tall he had stood in life. His 
foot was 12 inches long; his fist when 
I closed would have 
filled 
a gallon 
j measure. 
I estim ated his weight at 
450 pounds. 
His m uscles stood out 
in great knots, indicating his trem en­ 
dous strength. 
He seemed so human, 
like some prehistoric ancestor of our 


own race, that if I had gone into the 
gorilla country for the sport of kill­ 
ing, then I believe I would have aban- 
done my expedition then and there".

One hundred and one 
years 
ago 
this week, on December 8, 1825, the 
people of Missouri were summoned, 
by a special election, to fill the va­ 
cancy made by the death of Gover­ 
nor Frederick Bates, which occurred 
August 4, 1825. 
The circumstances 
surrounding the election of the new 
governor were unusual. 
The lieutenant-governor, Benjamin 
II. Reeves, had resigned to become a 
vo’-nment commissioner in 
laying 
out the famous road from Missouri to 
Santa Fe. 
It 
then 
devolved 
upon 
\braham J. Williams, president pro 
Um of the Senate, to succeed to the 
gubernatorial chair. 
Mr. Williams had been elected 
to 
the Senate in 1822, being the first 
fate senator from the recently 
or 
mnized county of Boone. 
Although 
he was horn one-legged, 
he was 
a 
successful cobbler, merchant, farmer 
and tobacco m anufacturer in Colum­ 
bia, where he erected the first store 
building. 
He is the only man from 
Boone county who has ever held the 
office of governor. 
Unfortunately little is 
known 
of 
Mr. Williams’ personal 
characteris­ 
tics. 
We do know, however, that in 
spite of his physical handicap and a 
lack of education he achieved politi­ 
cal prominence and amassed a 
for­ 
tune, which seem to indicate that he 
was a man above the ordinary. 
He held the office of State senator 
for four years; for five and 
one-half 
months he sat in the governor’s chair, 
in 1832 he was one of Benton’s 
op­ 
ponents for United States senator, 
and was next to Benton in the race; 
he was president of the first agricul­ 
tural fair held at Columbia in 1835; 
in 1838 he received 48 votes in 
the 
General Assembly for director of the 
state bank. 
This, however, was not 
a majority. 
He died on December 30, 
1839—a unique character in the his­ 
tory of Missouri government. 
Since, at the 
time 
of 
Governor 
Bates’ death, more than three years 
rt mained of his term of office, it was 
necessary for Mr. Williams to call a 
special election to fill the vacancy. By 
this election General John Miller be­ 
came the governor of Missouri. 
He 
is the first governor of Missouri 
to 
be elected by a special election, 
the 
second being R. M. Stewart of 
St. 
Joseph who was elected in 1857. 
Governor Miller was a 
native 
of 
Berkeley county, Virginia (now west

was in need of just such a man as he. 
Missouri was swarming with adven­ 
tures and speculators.

ready. 
Governor Miller was especially adapt 
ed to the task of establishing peace­ 
ful order. 
So wisely did he go about 
his purpose that in 1828 he was un­ 
animously re-elected governor. 
Although the constitution provided 
that a governor should be ineligible 
to succeed himself, the clause ddi not 
apply to a governor elected to fill an 
incomplete term. 
This accounts for 
the fact that Governor Miller is the 
only governor in the history of the 
State to serve longer than a period 
cf four years. 
He was an estimable governor. In 
personal character he was above re­ 
proach. He was regarded by his inti­ 
mate friends as 
“a 
very 
upright 
man”. 
Like his predecessor, Senator 
Williams, he remained a bachelor. He 
secured the support and co-operation 
of every political group. 
His manner 
of filling the appointive positions be­ 
speaks his 
disregard 
of 
partisan 
alignments. 
He continued Hamilton 
R. Gamble, a Whig, as secretary 
of 
state; upon his resignation in 1826, 
he appointed Spencer Pettis of 
St. 
Louis, a Benton Democrat; when he 
resigned in 1828, Presley II. McBride 
of Boone County was appointed. Fin­ 
ally in 1830, John C. Edwards of Cole 
County, another Benton 
Democrat, 
was appointed to the position. Rufus 
Easton, a W’hig, who had been 
at- 
t< rney-genefal since 1821 
continued 
in that office until his death in 1826, 
when Robert W. Wells of St. Charles 
was appointed to succeed him. 
At the close of his term in 1832, 
Governor Miller returned to Howard 
County where he had been registrar 
of the U. S. land office at Franklin. 
He now made his home at 
Fayette, 
the political capital of Central Mis­ 
souri. 
In 1836 he was elected to Con­ 
gress and re-elected in 1838 and 1840. 
As a congressman he was not con­ 
spicuous. 
Political antagonism had 
become rampant and he, a peace-lov­ 
ing man, scorned the bitter contests 
between parties. 
Until the time of 
his death on March 18, 1846, he lived 
with his nephew' at Florissant in St. 
Louis county. 
He, too, was a unique 
character in the history of our state. 
Perry Rader of Jefferson City, Gov. 
Miller’s biographer, says that it 
is 
doubtful if there ever has been 
an­ 
other governor so universally 
loved 
and respected and trusted.

Kemal Pasha has done is to abandon 
the traditional m arriage customs of 
the Turk and 
introduce 
those 
of 
Christian Europe. 
Hitherto 
m arri­ 
ages in the case 
of 
Mohammedans 
have been celebrated in the presence 
of an Imam, for Moslem 
church of­ 
ficial, and the bride and 
bridegroom 
each had to provide two witnesses. 
As the bride had to 
be 
veiled and 
was not supposed to appear in public, 
she was sometimes 
represented 
at 
her wedding by a proxy. 
When the 
marriage took place in the 
bride’s 
house , she stayed behind a door and 
the Imam called out in a loud voice, 
“Do you agree to take—as your hus­ 
band?” 
This question was repeat­ 
ed three times and then the m arri­ 
age was considered binding. 
Until Kemal took things in hand, 
a girl of nine could marry with her 
parents’ consent, but now the 
age 
limit is seventeen for 
a girl 
and 
eighteen for a man. 
According 
to 
the new civil code the Imam is 
no 
longer to officiate at marriages. Only 
the bridegroom or his proxy will have 
to appear before an official called the 
‘marriage clerk’, and the license will 
consist of the words: 
‘We, the 
un­ 
dersigned, bethrothed since 
—de­ 
clare by these presents that we have 
decided to get married. 
Please car­ 
ry out the necessary formalities’. 
This is (juite businesslike, and quite 
in accordance with the military con­ 
ciseness of Kemal’s other decrees. To 
^ ; encourage marriages under the new 
* I code, there is no fee, unless the cere- 
* j monies are celebrated outside 
the 
mayor's office, when a tax of $2.75 is 
charged. But perhaps the most dras­ 
tic change that Kemal has introduc­ 
ed that the Turk must now be con­ 
tent with one wife, notwithstanding 
the sacred Moslem 
law which 
per­ 
mits every Moslem to have four.
